I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952c 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  approval  was  ob¬ 
tained  to  extend  the  Borough  boundaries  to  include 
the  land  on  which  the  Borough  Eastfield  Estate  is 
being  built  and  which  at  present  lies  within  the 
administrative  area  of  Scarborough  Rural  District 
Councilo 

The  fall  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
from  44,  870  in  ^948  to  41,740  in  1952,  does  not  seem 
to  indicate  a  dramatic  shift  of  population  from  Scar¬ 
borough  so  much  as  a  spread  of  residents  into  adjacent 
authorities'  areas.  Although  a  steady  decline  in  the 
town's  birth  rate  from  17.75  per  1,D00  population  in 
1948,  to  llo  3  in  1952,  coupled  with  a  consistent  annual 
death  rate  of  just  under  16  deaths  per  1,000  population 
during  the  same  period,  has  led  to  a  natural  decrease 
(excess  of  deaths  over  births)  in  population  amounting 
to  about  300,  the  most  influential  factor  has  been  the 
re-housing  of  nearly  600  borough  families  to  Eastfield 
Estate.  NOW  that  Eastfield  is  to  come  within  the 
borough  boundaries,  the  Registrar-General's  mid- 1953 
estimated  population  for  Scarborough,  is  expected 
to  be  about  2,000  higher  than  was  the  case  for  1952. 

The  Death  Rate  of  15.7  per  1,000  population  is 
practically  the  same  as  those  for  the  past  several 
years  and  when  adjusted  for  purposes  of  comparison 
becomes  12-06,  rather  higher  than  that  for  the  country 
as  a  whole  which  is  11.  3.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Vascular  System  continue  to  be  the  commonest  cause 
of  death,  accounting  for  63^  of  total;  Cancer 

led  to  103  deaths  or  15-  75fo  and  Tuberculosis  1.07^. 
Of  the  total  deaths  30.4^  occurred  in  persons  who 
had  reached  their  eightieth  birthdays.  No  death  result¬ 
ed  from  childbirth,  nor  from  the  commoner  infectious 
diseases.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  25«  5  per  1,000 
live  births  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales  as 
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a  whole  (27°  6)  and  is  In  keeping  with  that  for  the 
160  smaller  towns  with  populations  between 
25,000  “  50,  000  (25o8)o  The  Still=^blrth  rate  of 
33o0  per  total  births  is  rather  higho 

Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever  were 
the  most  frequently  reported  Infectious  Diseasesj

An  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning^  affecting  15 
persons^  occurring  during  the  summer  was  mild  in 
characterj  all  patients  h  a v ing  recovered  after  24 
hours  illnesso  Despite  a  detailed  investigations  the 
cause  was  not  determinedo 

Housing  needs  are  being  met  as  far  as  is  within 
the  Council's  power  and  the  situation  is  becoming 
less  acute  by  virtue  of  the  Council  having  re-housed 
nearly  600  families  in  their  new  Eastfield  Estateo 
Perhaps  the  time  is  approaching  when  consideration 
might  be  given  to  building  new  houses  within  the 
town^  on  sites  already  clearedj  or  which  are  due  for 
clearanceo  In  this  respect^  the  opp  o  r  tuni  ty  p  resen  ts 
itself  to  cater  p articul arly  for  aged  peoplep  whose 
needs  are  best  met  by  providing  for  them  one  or  two 
bedroom  sel f —  contained  flats  on  ground  levelo 

Under  Section  47  of  The  National  Assistance 
Actp  1948,  a  Court  Order  was  granted  for  the  removal 
to  a  su  i  t  ab  1  e  p  1  a  c  e  of  an  aged  person  in  ncjed  of 
proper  care  and  attentiono  Exercising  their  authority 
under  Section  50  of  the  same  Actp  the  Borough  Council 
undertook  the  responsibility  of  burying  four  persons^ 
for  whom  burial  arrangements  had  not  been  made„ 

The  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  held  a  one-day 
Sessional  Meeting  at  Scarborough  in  July  at  which 
about  90  delegates  from  neighbouring  Local  Authorl- 
tiesp  attendedo  Visits  to  nearby  places  of  public 
health  interest  were  arranged  for  the  afternoonp 
the  morning  session  being  devoted  to  discussions 
on  the  subjects  of  short  addresses,  one  of  which  was 

delivered  by  a  member  Of  your  Health  Department 
s  taf  f. 
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In  brief  Ut o  Mayor  and  Gentlemen^  i  am  able  to 
report  that  the  health  of  the  townspeople  was  good 
and  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  districts

Regarding  food  premises  generally^  the  high  stari'- 
idard  of  hygiene  acquired  has  been  maintained  and 
further  improvements  continue  to  be  m.adeo  Caterers 
and  food  traders  c,  almost  without  exception  5  have  been 
most  co= operative  and  havej  in  many  cases^  carried
